Water  Supply. 

The  main  water  supply  of  the  Town  is  supplied  by  the  Wales 
Gas  Board,  Monmouth  Gas'&  Water  Undertaking.  This  supply  has 
been  regularly  examined,  and  in  all  but  six  cases  proved  satis- 
factory. Check  examinations  were  made  in  these  six  cases  and 
after  attention  by  the  Company  proved  satisfactory.  Samples 
were  taken  as  follows 


23  Samples  were  taken. 

17  Satisfactory. 

6 Unsatisfactory. 

Nine  samples  were  taken  from  four  private  supplies.  Seven 
samples  were  unsatisfactory  and  remedial  measures  were  suggested 
to  the  owners  of  the  supplies.  Two  of  the  supplies  are  now 
satisfactory  and  the  remaining  supplies  at  Chapel  Farm  are  being 
kept  under  observation.

Four  new  connections  have  been  made.

There  are  1706  premises  with  Water  Closet  accommodation  of 
which  1437  are  on  main  drainage  and  269  are  served  by  cesspools 
aiil  septic  tanks.
